THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE

O. L. A., has been working with librarians in all sections of the state in planning programs 
that you will enjoy. 

It will be a personal disappointment if we do not have an excellent attendance at each 
of the five district meetings. The locations chosen make it possible to have good coverage 
of the entire state and I know that your Head Librarian will cooperate in helping you to 
attend the meeting nearest your library. Your interest in attending one of the meetings 
should be expressed. Perhaps your Librarian doesn’t realize that you would like to attend 
and participate. ; 

Your Executive Board is also hard at work on plans for next October and our State 


Conference. That, as you remember, will be held at the Deshler-Wallick Hotel, Columbus, 
October 8-10.

ADULT RADIO PROGRAM 
The Mansfield Public Library inaugurated 


an adult program on local radio station 
WMAN last June. Details of procedure were 
worked out with the station, and the scripts 
for this weekly 15 minute program were 
written and announced by the county li- 
brarian, Robert Erickson. When the county 
schedule became too heavy for the librarian 
to carry on the job, responsibility for the 
scripting and announcing was turned over 
to Mrs. Lois Pennell, circulation librarian. 

The “Hooper” rating was a matter of 
conjecture and some doubt until a local rating 
poll announced that it was very high. This 
was indeed gratifying and the Library is now 
thinking of the program in terms of a definite 
publicity feature as long as new ideas for 
scripts keep coming to mind. 

Programs are centered around timely topics, 
holidays, celebrations and numerous “national 
weeks.” Local displays, stories of interest, 
bookmobile schedules, etc., are worked in on 
each week’s program along with library re- 
cruiting appeals, people and places of interest 
in the library world. 


NEWS FROM AKRON 
Akron is to build another branch library, 


its third new one in three years. The Board 
of Trustees, convinced of the need for ex- 
pansion of library services, has seen its efforts 
well justified by results at the first two. 

Chamberlain Branch, built in 1951, showed 
a 45 percent increase in circulation during 
its first full year of operation. Ellet Branch 
opened last January and had a 59 percent 
increase in its first month over the same 
period in 1952. 

The newest branch, to replace a decrepit 
one on Wooster Ave. where social conditions 
are a problem, will be part of a combined 
recreational-educational project planned for 
the area. A new high school, athletic field, 
and city park facilities are to be grouped 
near the library on a city-owned site. 


Another change in the Akron system was 
the moving of Maple Valley Branch into a 
remodeled restaurant last August, after the 
Board of Education claimed the older build- 
ing to relieve crowding in nearby elementary 
schools. The move has proved beneficial to 
the library, inasmuch as patrons like the 
location better, and circulation has been 
climbing. 

INCREASED CIRCULATION 

Shaker Heights Public Library has had a 
28 percent increase in circulation since the 
opening of the new building two years ago. 

SALARY SCHEDULE 

The Cincinnati Public Library has revised 
its salary schedule upwards. The beginning 
salary for a clerical worker is now $2,054 
while the inexperienced library school 
graduate will receive $3,211. 


SCHOLARSHIP LOANS 

Candidates who qualify may borrow up to 
$500 toward tuition and expenses of a year 
of library science and repay after employ- 
ment begins through a scholarship plan an- 
nounced by the Public Library of Cincinnati 
and Hamilton County. Especially favorable 
terms are offered if the recipient accepts em- 
ployment for at least a year after graduation 
on the staff of the Cincinnati Public Library.

BUDGET RECOMMENDATION 
The Governor’s budget recommendations to 


the legislature provide in the State Library's 
budget $192,000 for aid to libraries for each 
year of the 1953-55 biennium. This is an 
increase of $92,000 per year. The money 
is distributed by the State Library to local 
public libraries. In addition the budget also 
provides $25,000 a year—an increase of 
$7,000 per year—for books which means 
there will be more books for county work 
and for inter-library loan. 

However, there is no assurance that the 
legislature will approve this amount. In fact 
legislative leaders say they need to find at 
least 10 million dollars and expect to squeeze 
it from different items in the budget. This 
means it will be up to you to talk with 
the representatives and senators from your 
county. Tell them you want the amount in 
the State Library budget to stay as is. Point 
out how much it will mean to your library 
and that it is the first time in six years that 
state aid has been increased. It is particularly 
important that you talk with your repre- 
sentatives immediately because hearings on 
the budget have begun in the House. It 
would be important that you talk to him 
repeatedly over weekends when he is home 
and that you write him for some definite 
assurance that the amount will remain in 


the budget.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 

In connection with the campaign against 
juvenile delinquency, the Children’s Bureau 
of the Federal Security Agency in cooperation 
with other agencies calls attention to articles 
in the A.L.A. Bulletin, Top of the News, The 
Child and News Notes on Juvenile De- 
linquency.

A.L.A. SURVEY OF ADULT 
EDUCATION 

Last month librarians in 168 Ohio public 
libraries took part in the first step of the 
A.L.A.’s survey of adult education activities 
in public libraries. Questionnaires gave them 
an opportunity to list their adult and young 
adult education activities. 

Libraries are now being visited and inter- 
viewed as the important second step of the 
survey. From those returning the question- 
naire a sampling was drawn representing the 
whole number proportionately, according to 
size of community, amount of adult educa- 
tion, and geographical location. Visits are 
being made by the director and two field 
consultants. 





The field consultants are a former Ohioan, 
Mrs. Kathryn S. Sexton, now living in Kansas 
City, who worked in the Akron Public Library 
from 1945 to 1948 and Mildred Stibitz, on 
leave from the Dayton Public Library. 

The survey is directed by Mrs. Helen H. 
Lyman, on leave from the Buffalo Public 
Library, and is under the supervision of 
Mrs. Grace T. Stevenson, Associate Execu- 
tive Secretary of A.L.A. It is financed by 
a grant from the Fund for Adult Education, 
an independent organization established by 


the Ford Foundation.
